THE EDUCATION BILL. 


THE ANTI-BLAIR PEOPLE BADLY 
ROUTED. 
-_——-- rn 
Mr. Wil'is’ Motion to Refer the Blair Bill to the Com- 
mittee on Lrbcr Passed —- The Crippled 
Cabinet — Judge Lockrane in Wash- 
ington — Postmaster Renfroe. 


WASHINGTON, March 29.—[Spocial ]—The 


* friends of tbe educational bill achieved a re- 


markeb'e end somewhat surprising victory in 
the bovse this mornivg. It was the result of 
enthusiastic work and concerted action. As 
agreed on at Saturdey’s conference, Mr.Willis, 
of Kentucky, when his siaie was called, intro- 
duced the bill which has passed the senate, and 
movcd its reference to the commitieeon labor, 
a cceiced majority of which is knowa to 
be faverable to the bill. Mr. Miller, of 
Texas. moved to refer the bill to the covrmit- 
ice cu cdueation, which has a'vead¢? bo led it, 
wiih the intention of never repor.ing it t» the 
bousce. Mr. Miller's motion was de‘eated vy 
cighteen votes, and thea the b JL was revo ded 
{o the committee ou labor bv a mujor'ty of 
iwenty-five. All the Georgia members voted 
in favor of this references, exreps Mv. Bio. ', 
Ive complexton of the several! comm't- 
ices was carefally ascect.incd before 
this issue was made, and is wis 
that the committee o1 labor was the most 
decidedly in favor of the biil, and it was 
{berefore solected. A favorable report will be 
made very soov.’ Much credit for today’s ac- 
tion is dune to Mr. Cand’er, aciing chairman of 
the committee on education, who did all he 
covld io induce that committee to report this 
mersure tothe house, and when he found it 
detcrmirved not to do 60, effectively aided in 
jis transfer to more friend!y hands. Since 
i} e bitch occurred over reporiing this bill, the 
bcuse has been fleoded w'th petitions from all 
parts of the country asking favorable action 
on it. Georgia sent moro than any state in 
the uvion. They came from almost every 
county. Thefricuds of the bill are justly 
cratificd at their success, and express confi- 
dence that the bill will pass. They are not 
yet ovt of danger, however, as 
the 1v'es of the house give great power to the 
obstrepcrous mivority. The leading opponents 
ofthe bill say that today’s vote does not nec- 
esserily indicatethat it will have a msjpvrity 
cf voteson ats final consideration. Several 
members who voted for the new reference are 
quoted as opposed to the bill, but on the other 
band, some who voted against its trans- 
fer, Reed, of Maine, among the numb will 
support ibe bill when it comes before 
ihe house. Evidences of Strong public pre;- 
sure are constantly coming to congress, aud 
will not fail of effect. There may be a 
lengihy and spirited debate, but if the friends 
of the billcontinue as confdentas they are 
terisht they may call it up soon after it is re- 
ported, demand the previous quesvioa, and 
rush it thiough just as it comes fiom the sen- 
ate.

Several wituesses swore that 
Mahone was drinking, and that liquor always 
erezed him. He was foind guilty of simple 
essau't, and escaped with a fine of one hun- 
dred Gollars and a woral lectare from the 
judge,

THE SECRET SESSION. 


Debate Over Executive Secrets—Nominations 
Confirmed. 


WaAshHINGTON, March 29,--Indirectly the 
oucsiion of open executive secrets received a 
tlieht forward impulse in the eecret session of 
the scnate this afternoon. A considerable 
puwber of internal revenue collectors nomin- 
ated to placescreated by suspensions were 
confirmed, and among the number was the 
coljector of internal revenue for the districé of 
Vermont. Senator Morrill, who reported this 
case, moved that the injunction of secrecy be 
1emoved from the report of the finance com- 
mitice in this case as an act ect justice to ex- 
Collector Stearns,late co}lector,and the motion 
wes carried. 

Folloging the example of Mr. Morrill, Mr. 
Sherman asked that the same act of justice be 
done to the suspended collectors in Ohio, 
Then some one asked why not extend the 
courtesy to the entire list of suspended col- 
lectors. Another asked: “And why not to all 
suspended officials?” 

These “why nots” were not answered, but 
some of the most conservative senators, with- 
ovt stating any objection to the proposition, 
thought the revolution was moving too rapidly, 
and to check ita motion was entered to recon- 
sider the vote by which Mr. Morrill’s motion 
wascarried. This put the quest.on over for a 
dav. 

The reportinthe Vermont case, which in 

its cercral features is understood to be sub- 
stantially like those made in a majority of 
caccs of inte:na! revenres collectors, is said to 
dcelavre in terms that the committee has 
learned from authorititive sources that there 
wae no other reason for the removal of Wells 
thenthat he wasa_ republican, or for tho ap- 
poiptment of his successor than he was a 
femecrat.

A Resolution Looking to the Trouble in the 
West. 

WASHINGTON, March 29.—Ucder the call of 
states the following bills and resolutious were 
introduced and referred: 

By Mr. Lawier, of Ililinois—A p-eamble and 
resolution reciting that the recent correspond- 
ence between Mr. Powderly, grand master 
workman of the Knights of Labor, and Jay 
Gould, president of the Missouri Pacific rail- 
road company, raises an issue of vital import- 
ance to the tranquillity of the country and the 
general welfare of the people, and directing 
the committee on labor to investigate into the 
underlying causes of the differences existing 
between the employers and employes of rail- 
road companies and other common carriers, 
and to report what legislation is necessary to 
bring the troubles and differences to a satis- 
factory conclusion. The committee is given 
authority to send for persons and papers, and 
to sit during the sessions of the house.

THE FIRE RECORD. 


Burning of Locomotive Shops in Minnesota 
—Fires Elsewhere. 


BRAINARD, Minnv., March 29.—A fire broke 
ovtin the car and locomo:ive shops of the 
Northera Pacific railroad yesterday and in 
forty minutes the following buildings were 
destroyed: The old office structure and adjoin- 
ing upholstery shops, machine shops to the cur 
department, wood working shop end central 
storage bouse and an old round house, in use 
as a freight repair shop. In the latter twenty- 
five freight cars were consumed, part of them 
refrigerator cars. In the other buildiug a'l 
equipments, machinery, stock and materials. 
The loss is over $100,000. The insurance is 
believed tobeample. It is placedon what is

LINKED LABOR. 


LATEST DEVELOPMENTS OF THE 


GREAT STRIKE. 


Jay Gould Refuses Mr. Powderly’s Proposition for 
an Arbitration Committee and Leaves Everg- 
thing to Hoxie—The Conflict of Author- 
ity Between Powderly end Irons. 


ST. Louis, Mo., March 29.—Joint executive 
committees of district assemblies 101, 93 and 
17, in session this morning, issued the follow- 
iug brief address - 

51, Louis, March 29.—To Knights of Labor of the 
Great Southwest: Fellow Workmen—We congrat- 
ulate ycu, one and a)l; on your manhood and for 
titude during our late great fight for recognition 
and rights. Now that the battle is fought and vic- 
tory won, let us wear our laurels astren of dig- 
pity and moderation, every man to his post and to 
bis duty with quiet and sobriety. Let us exhibit 
the same zeal for the upbuilding ot the business of 

“the west that we have just done in proving that 
labor is king. 


By order of the Joint Execuiive Boards D. A. 
No.8 101, 93 and 17. 

It is stated that this address was sent to tha 
different halls where the strikers were holding 
mectings, that it was received joyously and 
that the men started for their homes to change 
clothing preparatory to going to work, but this 
is not verified and the men had not gone to 
work up tol o’clock. It is also stated that the 
address has been telegraphed to all points on 
the southwest system. 

NEW York, March 20.—In an interview this 
morning, Mr. Gould said his telegram to Mr. 
Hoxie was prepared before his conference with 
Mr. Powderly ye:terday, and was not the re- 
sult of avyihing Powderly said. In it is ex- 
pressed the stand which the Missouri Pacific 
bas taken from the beginning—that is, 
that tLe company is always ready to 
arbitrate any differences it may have with its 
own employes, Mr. Powderly seems to have 
assumed from that telegram that I have 
agreed to the plan presented by the executive 
beard of the Knights of Labor Satarday, pro- 
viding forthe appointment of an arbitration 
committee, three members 6f which are to be 
gnnointed by myself and three by the Knights 
ut Labu7, and these to jointly choose the sev- 
euth member— now I zost emphatically deny 
that there was anything in wy telegram to 
Mr. Hoxie that there Wa S 
anything said at the con- 
ference yesterday to Warrant any one in be- 
lieving that | fora momentassented to any 
such plan. I will appoint no members of any 
arbitration committee. The .whole matter 
rests in the hands of Mr. Hoxie, and if hecan 
arrange a basis for arbitrevicon which will in- 
clude both sides of the question, I wiil make 
no objection, but the whole maiter will hive 
to be arranced with him. I am now preparing 
aleiierto Mr. Powderly which wi!l clearly 
set forth my position as outlined above.” 

JAY GOULD INTERVIEWED, 

Mr. Gould was seen by a_ reporter 
this afternoon just before leaving his 
office, to learn whether he had anything 
further to ssy regarding the situation on 
the Missouri Pacific. Mr. Gould said he bad 
ceut a le.terto Mr. Powderly, explaining the 
attitude which the directors of the railway 
had determined to maintain. “The plan of 
arbitration proposed by Mr. Powderly,” said 
Mr. Gou!d, “cannot be entertained here by 
officers in New York. <All the details of the 
settlement of the strike must be initiated and 
arranged in St. Louis. The whole thing is in 
the hands of General Manager Hoxie, and 
there is no disposition on the part o¢ the board 
of directors to interfere with any plan which he 
may decide upon. There is not the slightest 

» ention on my Bartto recede from the po- 
s.t on I have so far maintained, that is to say, 
I shall not accept the plan proposed by Mr. 
Piowderly, I shall appoint no arbitrators. If 
there isto be arbitration with Mr. Hoxie, I 
have net tbe slightest objection. Sach arbi- 
tration must be arranged for at St. Louis aud 
with General Manager Hoxie. Heis in con- 
trol and knows the situation perfectly. Any 
seitiement that he may make will meet with 
the »pproval of the directors of the com pany.” 

In the Wabash yards deputy marsha!s made 
up & train to be sent out in the afternoon. No 
cifcorts were made in the other yards to move 
trains, and probably none will be made uatil 
adequate protection is aifurded by the state 
authorities. 

It is reported that the sheriif of St. Clair 
county, who wus present this morning and was 
totally unable to control the strikers, has ap- 
pealed to the governor of I\inois for military 
aid, but this has not been verified. 

A TALK WITH POWDEBLY. 

New York, March 29.—It was reported this 
moruing that the strikers in St. Louis would 
pot go to work until they received positive 
official notice from Mr. Irons, Mr. Powderly 
was called upon and found to be in bed, and 
when asked about it he said: “I have received 
no word that the men will not obey orders. If 
they have not heard from Mr. Irons it is be- 
cause there has been delay in delivering tho 
telegram which we sent last night. The men 
will certainly go to work and Mr, Irons will 
positively give them the order.” 

Mr. Powderly is ill this morning. When 
asked why McDowell came away from meet- 
ing Mr. Gould so soon this morning, he said: 
“Ob, he only came back for some papers; 
that’s all. He is down there now.” 

IGNORING IRONS. 

SEDALIA, Mo., March 29.—Martin Irons ar- 
rived here this morning. He refuses to talk 
about the situation. He sent word to Superin- 
tendent Sibley not to run any trains until the 
settlement of the strike was confirmed. His 
request was ignored, and up to 10 o’clock four 
freight trains had been sent out. 

THE SITUATION IN EAST ST. LOUIS. 

Sr. Louis, March 29.—The situation in the 
East St. Louis yards this morning was one of 
disorder, and at times it looked as though 
there would be real trouble. Large crowds 
congregated at the relay depot and in the va- 
rious yards, and when an effort waa made to 
start a freight trainin the Vandalia yard a 
crowd swarmed around it, drew the coupling 
pins, and otheswise obstructed its movements 
tosuch a degree that the train was aban- 
doned. Inthe Indianapolis and St. Louis and 
Louisville and Nashville yards efforts were 
made to make up trains, but as fast as the cars 
were brought into position they were un- 
coupled, and finally the attempt was aban- 
doned, 

WAITING FOR ORDERS. 

The striking Knights of Laboron the Mis- 
cour: Pacific, notwithstanding Mr. Powderly’s 
direct order to them to reiarn to work this 
morning, havenot as yet done e0, and are 
awaiting official instructions from Chairman 
Trons, of the executive committee of district 
assembly No. 101. 

THE JUDGE ADVOCATE EXPLAINS. 

St. Louris, March 29.—News of the azree- 
ment between Gould and Powderly to submit 
to erbitration, and Powderly’s notice was re- 
ceived with censiderable incredulity by the 
Knights of Labor here, The absence of Mr. 
Lyons, chairman of the executive committee 
of district assembly No. 101, will delay to some 
extent ihe resumption of traffic upon the roads, 
for other members of the committee state that 
men of their aszeembly will not go back 
to work until they have either met 
in executive session and votci oa 
what they term the request of Powderly tuat 


strike be ordered off, or Irons himself shall 


issue such an order. Referring to Powderly’s 
order to the Knights of Labor on strike in the 
southwest, members of the committee say that 
the grand master workman has exceeded his 
authority and thatsuch an order cannot be 
enforced until indorsed by their vote. . This 
will necessitate the transaction of a large 
amount of routine business for the executive 
committce, and each district assembly must 
vote on the proposition. Theresult of these 
yotes must then be communicated to Mr. 
Irons, who, if a majority arein favor of re- 


turning to work, will indorse Mr. Powderly’s 
order last nightto that effect. J. J. McGary 
justice advocate of the Knights of Labor was 
asked this morning: 

“Will the men go back on Powderly’s or- 
der?’ 

“No, sir. Not until other matters are arbi- 
trated upon, and then no matter how this ar- 
bitration results, all men must be taken back 
without any discrimination being shown 
against any for being leaders or for any other 
caure.” 

“Bus will not the refusal to obey Powder- 
ly’s orders be a violation of the lawsof Knights 
of Labor?” 

“It will not. You see he might be mis- 
taken. We want arbitration first before we go 
to work. Allthe men arethe same way of 
thinking. I met them at Marshall, Texas, and 
I know their sentiments.” 

“What are the questions you want arbitra- 
tion upon?” 

“We have asked that the track men and un- 
skilled Jaborers on the Gould southwest sys- 
tem reccive $1.50 forten hours work. Here- 
tofore they kave received $1.15, but have 
made on!y nine hours time, getting actually 
oply $13). Next we have asked that ap- 
prentice boys who bave been continued as 
such sinee 1884, but are really jouraeymen, 
shall have etheir wages r::ised and 
be recognized as journeymen. Some of 
them are receiving only $2, and they do 
as much work as others who receive $2.85. The 
bridge-building matter was and is the most 
serious. The men engaged in that branch of 
the Lusiness might set out on Monday and not 
reach their destination until Wednesday. yet 
that time was not allowed them. A man 
might be out six days and come back with only 
three days allowed him. “We asked that full 
time be allowed, whether in the shop or on the 
road, but no time was asked for night 
travel.” 

“Then you want those questions settled by 
your demands being granted in the whole, or 
in part, beiore you will return to work?’ 

“Yes. Arbitration first, and tnen a written 
agreement that all mea shall be taken back 
with ont diccrimination.” 

He detailed the mode of arbitration pro- 
porced, and said: “We shall abide by the decis- 
ious of the arbitrators in the matter, no matter 
wha. those decisions may be.” 

‘‘And what about tie Hall matter?” 

“That w.l. have to go to the courts.”

They now in- 
sist npon baving a special passenger car de- 
tailed for their exclusive use ta cea day, 
and have given notice that unlessthis is 
granted by Thursday next they will strike. 

THE ORDER RESCINDED, 

St. Lovurs, Mo., March 29.—At9 o’clock to- 
vight the executive committee ofthe Knight:

ing for the men to resume work. 

THE COAL MINERS, 

NORFOLK, Va.. March 29.—A committee of 
miners from Pocahontas coal mines, appointed 
at_a meeting held in Pocahonas Friday to 
ascertain if coal was being furnished from 
this place to Clearfield and Cumberland coal 
mines of Pennsylvania and Maryland (there 
being a strike in both districts) arrived here 
today. The committee visited and inspected 
the agent's office and the coal pier at Lam- 
bert’s point and expressed themselves satisfied 
that no coal has been or is being shipped for 
the mines named. The visit insures a con- 
tinuance of work at Pocahontas mines. 

A MARYLAND LAW. 

ANNAPOLIS, Md., March 29.—A bill passed 
both houses of the legislature to-day which 
makes twelve hours a day’s work for all em- 
ployes of the street railways.

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GLADSTONE’S POLICY. 


HE ANNOUNCES A DAY FOR T4E 
ISSUE. 


The Pernellites Cheer His Words, But the Rest © 
the Keep a Dead Silecce-—-Tas 
Bloody Biow in Pcigium—News from 
all Parts of Europe, Btc., Bte. 


LonBon, March 29.—Mr. Gladstone, in the 
house of commons this afternoon, stated that 
on April Sth he would ask permission to intro- 
duce bis Irish goverrwent bill. Thaton April 
12th the budget would be introduced, and that 
on April 15th he would request permission toe 
iptreduce a bill to amend ibe laws for the sale 
and purchase of land in Ireland. Both Cham- 
beilin and Trevelyan were present. They sat 
below the gangway, chatting with Lord Hart- 
ivgton and Sir Henry James. 

The hcuse of commors went into a commit- 
tee on the crofters bill. The rovernment 
posed an extension of the principle of the bill 
to the whole of Scotland. Mr. Chamberlain 
eeiz’d the opportuuity which the bill present- 
ed by publicly arraying himself, by his vote, 
against the government. 

Mr. G'adstone’s statement in the house of 
commons was heard in dead silen:e, which wags 
broken only at intervals by the cheers of the 
Parnellite members. 


GLADSTONE’S IRISH SCHEMES. 


It is Believed That He Will Give Home Rale 
in its Widest Sense. 

LONDON, March 29.—in order to keep 
Messrs. Chaiaberlain and Trevelyan in the cab- 
inet, itis said ubct Mr. Gl:dstone laid before 
them the full text of bis Irish ccheme«. Not- 
w.thstanding the efforts madeto keep them 
eecret, most of the prominent roints are al- 
re.dy in the mouths of the politicians. The 
Times believes that Mr. Gladsione will pro- 
pose a statutory parliamentin Dublin, placed 
in & position of pre stical irdependence, with 
8 wide range of egislative au- 
thority and entire control over administration, 
including Jaw and police. The scheme re- 
serves to the imperial government little more 
than the command of thef:rmed forces of the 
crown. This account tallics with the known 
views of the men whom Mr. Gladstone has 
chiefly consulted, but affirms nothing but ‘a 
veto power, which the Parnellities regard as 
vital. Any scheme which limits the jurisdic— 
tion of the Irish parliament. or prohibits to 
Ireland any of tho:e powers which the Amer- 
ican constitution probibiis tu the states, will 
be acceptcod by the Painellites as an install- 
ment only. Yet wr. Gladstone and Mr. 
Morley bave broadened their cchemeexpreasly 
in order to relieve the imperial parliament 
ircm Irish obstruction. 

THE LAND PURCHASE. 

The opposition to the other branch of Mr. 
Gladstone’s project, iuvolving a loan for buy- 
ing out the landlords, has so steadily increased 
that he bas been strongly urged to abandon it 
ard to propose home rule in naked simplicity. 
Mr. Labouchere again leads off in this move- 
ment, which was siaried in order to secure the 
precedence of the Irish pirliamcnt over land 
porchase, but has now bccome a demand for 
home rule only. The Standard retorts that an 
undisguised propo*al to place the landlords at 
the mercy of a tenant legislature would leave 
Mr. Gladstone almest alone in the lobby with 
the Parnellites. Sir James Caird has unwit- 
tingiy supplied some amiuunition to landlord- 
haters like Mr. Labouchere. His letter to the 
Lordon Times scemead to adinit that a larce 
portion of existing uominal rents ona 
small holdings are practically ir- 
recoverable by anybody. Then why 
compensate the owners’ ask the Irish 
Dut Sir James Caird’s figures are challenzed, 
b*« kvow'ledge is '*pugned, and his assump- 
ticn tbat certain rents are irrevoverable is 
fatly denied. Mr. Shaw-Lefevre, who is 
among the strongest of English home rulers, 
publishes two letters which tend.strongly to 
discredit Sir James Caiid. So we have tie 
epectacie of partisans on cach side arguing ou 
]'nes fatal to their own case. 

GLADSTONE STANDS FIRM. 

Mr. Gladstone in the meantime adheres to 
his original purpose. If he has maie auy con- 
cession, it refers only to the order in waich 
his proposals shall be laid vefore parliament. 
His announcement that he intends to intro- 
duce a bill for the future government of Lre- 
land is interpreted to mean that land purchase 
is postponed; thisiserroneous, if only because 
it would involve Mr. Morley’s retirement. 
Mr. Gladstone has resolved to stand or fall on 
the whole scheme. He has pre- 
ferred to part with his colleagues rather 
than modify it. It is not likely that he will 
mutilate it in deference to hostility which he 
still fully believes he can overcome. The 
faithful Spectator tells him plamply that 
home ule without purchase would mean 
tbrowing over a!l the moral responsibilities of 
Erglend to loyal Ireland. The radical revolt, 
which Mr. Labouchere heuds, will not got» 
the point of voting against expropriation. 

Mr. Kright, who was indnstriously repre- 
scented as baving been talked over by Mr. 
Gladsione, remains an opponent of the whole 
scheme. 


THE BELGIAN RIOTERS. 


Peaceable Inhabitants Arming Themselves 
to Resist the Mob. 

CHARLEROI, Belgium, March 29.—The gov- 
erpment authorized the peaceable inhabitants 
of the city to arm themselves and use every 
means in their power todefend their domiciis, 
There is a more confident fceling today. Civ- 
jlian patrols and troops ave overmastering the 
rioters, end it 1s expected will eventually suc- 
ceed in restoring order. Miners in Zlenn 
district have gone ona strike and destroyed 
the residence of the mine manager by dyaa- 
mite. Reinforcements have been sent to the 
scene. 

Rioters Jast night atteckcd and burned the 
powery manufactory at Bandonr, near Maas, 
They succeeded in resisting the rendarms, 
who, however, shot and killed three of the 
rioters. 

The citizens of Fleuris, seven miles north- 
east of Charleroi, have armed themselves and 
have thus far succeeded in defending their 
town from pillage. They drove one army 
rioters away by main force, disncrsing it ut 
terly. 

The strikes are spreading in the coal miniag 
district of Borinage, and the authorities there 
are apprehensive of grave excesses ou the part 
of disaffected workingmen. The miners in that 
district receive but sixty cents a day, and are 
employed only five days in the week. Several 
anarchist leaders were arrested at Charleroi 
today. 

Burials of rioters who were shot by the troops 
there are proceeding quietly. At Kere 
viers the socialists are greatly enraged 
because of energetic action of military in sup- 
pressing disturbances. Asan act of revenge 
they threaten to raid the extensive cloth 
works which are a conspicuous feature of that 
towa. The cloth works employes have joined 
the rioivers. The strikers at the quarries near 
Tourpay have had a conflict with the civil 
goards in which many persons were wounded.

However barbarous may be the custom of 
dueling, as such, it is stilla fact of historical 
value that no dueling community ever yet 
failed to send out good soldiers in time of war. 
I have been told by okl residents of Mississippi 
that the career of McClung at first stimulated 
appea's to the lex talionis, but that towards 
the lest itacted asa deterrent example. The 
duel ceased to be a duel ia the ordinary accep- 
tation of the word and became a butchery. 
McClang, of course, ran little or no risk, and 
it filled the publie generaliy with a sickening 
contempt to realize that the leading mon of 
Mississipni lived practically by the sufferance 
ofamadman. To rcfuse to fight a duel with 
him was, of course, out of the question. This 
was not allowed by the code. To fight him 
meant death. His skill with the pistol was 
fully up to that of Dr. Carver or Buffalo Bill 
with the rifle, difference in weapons being 
considered. On one occasion he killed a black 
bird hoppirg about on the ground 20 yards 
distant. 

I onee heard Mr. Jefferson Davis reprimand 
a sccond who boasted that he had brought his 
principal cut with flying colors, to the utter 
confu:ion of his antagonist, by a little piece of 
generalship. He explained that the seconds 
were supposed to be arbitrators, each repre- 
senting both parties, and that it was the duty 
of the seconds to see perfect fairness, both in 
arranging terms of settlement and on the 
field. 

One of the most charming and amusing lit- 
tie works I bave hitupon recently is by H.S. 
Fulkerson of Vicksburg, Miss. He calls it 
‘Random Recollections of Early Days in 
Mississippi.” In this he gives a description of 
a notalle duel that occurred in his own obser- 
vation. He tells thestory well, and I wish 
toshow my appreciation by paraphrasing it 
for the readers of the ——-—. The event took 
place «n Grand Gulf, on the Mississippi 
river, then a piace of 1,200 inhabitants, and a 
rival of Vicksburg. It was almost a duel of 
professionals, Allen being a lawyer and Mars- 
teller a physician. 

Allen wasatall, slender, smooth faced fel- 
low; Marsteller was rather plump and heavy 
ect, and wore whiskers. Allen was married 
and Marsteller was a bachelor. It is not 
kuown what was the cause of the duel. The 
usual preliminaries resulted in bringing the 
twotogether upon the field of honor, Allen 
was excited and vociferous, and expressed the 
absolute certainty of his conviction that he 
would killhisenemy. He stripped himself to 
the waist, absolutely nude, and Marsteller 
threw off his coat. As the second called out, 
“Gentlemen, are you ready?’ Allen answered 
*“no,” and proceeded to explain tothe second 
bow the word should be given. The object 
was to unnerve Marsteller, who, how- 
ever, quietly lowered his pistol and 
waited. ‘‘The second,” continues Mr. Fulker- 
sop, “called out distinctly but with trembling 
voice: ‘Gentlemen, are you ready? Fire! 
One! two! three!’ They fired, both of them 
69 nearly together at the word ‘one, that it 
seemed tothe bystanders to be buta single 
loud report. A great volume of smoke com- 
pictely enveloped thein,and we all looked on in 
profound silence till it rose and disclosed the 
two figures standing and looking savagely at 
each other and each with apparent astonish- 
ment that his adversary was not prone upon 
the earth and we, the spectators, equally sur- 
prised. Immediately Marstelier began to 
sink slowly to the ground = and 
Allen turned away bloody and 
limping in the direction of my perch. I 
reached him as he sat down upon a log near 
by. * * * |_* A single ball had passed 
through both thighs, high up. A single ball 
had struck Marstellerinthe hip and he lay 
upen the ground, where he had stood.” Allen 
was carried home. Marsteller soon recovered, 
arcse and demanded that Allen be brought 
back as he desired another shot. saying: “I 
em not satisfied.” He wenttolhis room un: 
aided, probed his wound, extracted the ball 
and never lost adaybyit. This is what we 
now-a-days call “nerve.” Peace was made 
between the two, but Marsteller always had a 
lngering desire for another shot, acircum- 
stance that often threatened tocause a renewal 
of the difficulty. 

Speaking of New Orleans, reminds me of 
tke celebrated Howell and Henry duel that 
tcok place at the so-called Half Way. The 
Verious accounts of this affair contain so 
many conilicting details that I follow the one 
that strikes me as being most plausible. Joo 
Howell, a giant six feet six inches in his stock- 
ing feet,a brother-in-law of Mr. Jefferson 
Davis, had been with Walker in Nicaragua, 
and while there had bad an altercation with a 
Major Henry, a wonderful character, a combi- 
nation of Hudibras Cassanova and Knight of 
the Leopard. The recorded feats of his bray- 
ery pot to the blush Leatherstocking and all 
bs kird.The cause of the difticult ywas never 
kuown. On tho way out Howell's second gave 
his principal some good advice which the lat- 
ter received with “Tut, tut. my boy, teach 
yur graucmother how to suck eggs.” An 
immense concourse of people had preceeded 
the adversaries to the field. 

Both parties were noted for their bravery, 
c olness and determination, and both were 
seamed with scars from head to foot. The 
duc] was regarded as the Romans might have 
regarded the meeting of two half-famished 
Numician lions. In the account before me 
the following story of the duel is given; 

‘Will you please give me your version of 
the caure of this difficulty 9’ Howell’s second 
asked. 

‘It don’t matter; we are here to fight,” was 
the sharp answer from Henry’s second, 

“Well, but brave men don’t fight like chil- 
dren, for nothing; we wart to know what we 
are going to fight about: if we are wrong we 
may apologize, or vice veraa.”’ 

“We don’t know anything about it: but if 
there isto bean apology Major Howell mast 
inake it.’’ 

“Put if you are ignorant of the origin and 
cause of this difliculty, how can you point out 
@ wrong?” 

“Wait; we will see Major Henry.” 

And cff they went to the ditch where Henry 
sat leisurely resting. In less than three min- 
utes the Nicaraguans were back. 

“Well?” asked Howell’s man. 

“Well, Major Henry says if Joe Howell will 
a] Ologize it’s no fight.” 

“Apologize for what?” asked the other with 
some animation. 

*Deou't Know and don't care,” was the laconic 
reply. 

“Then there is no possible way of arranging 
this matter amicably. Sappose both parties 
approech cach other half way and shake haads 
without a word? Will you seo Major Henry 
and te!l him tne proposition comes from our 
side?” 

After some discussion they consented to this 
but very reluctantly. 

This time the seconds remained fully ten 
minutes by the side of their principal. There 
Was animated diecussion and mucl gosticula- 
tion among them, but they returned and said: 

Mejor Henry says Joe ought to apologize, and 
the brand can shake hands.” 

“then it means fight. Load your navy. 
We will do likewise. Ten paces: ax steaks 
loaded; fire at will, and advance.” 

The line of fire was a narrow path, flanked 
oneach side by asmall ditch. Howell stood 
six feet reven inches in his boots, and con- 
traty to advice, wore white pants and an 
alpaca coat, making him a dangerously con- 
spieucns target. The command was given: 

“Gentlemen, are you ready?” 

Joe, who was facing the woods, answered 
firmly “Ready!” but kept his eye looking 
steadily slongthe barrel of his cocked pistol. 
Henry, in a nonchalant fashion, threw his 
head on one side, his pistol dangling 
at his am, and in a lazy tone 
be'd “Ready!” The word was then given, 

Fire!” Both raised simultaneously, fired and 

Howell cocked with his right thum) 
before Henry was ready for his 
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sccend shot. Howell’s ball pierce eeary's 
heft furearm, when Henry, agein fired aud 
wisted. Howell now camo in with hig. third 
shot, striking Henry ig men. Tv tais 
Henry responded with a abot which threw up 
the. ittright at Howell’s feet. The latter 
then advanced one step, and taking deliberate 
aim, pulled the trigger. Seeing thas Heury 
was done for, Howell’s second rushed up aad 
threw up Joé's pistol with his hand. The savt 
flew away up in the air, that certainly would 
then and there have killed Henry. 

The otler side having cried “stop,” accord- 
ing to agreement in case of either party being 
ladly wounded, uttered shrill cries of ‘Foul, 
foul!’ and immediately whipped out their re- 
volvers. Then followed a scene of confusion, 
and for along time it looked as if a wholesale 
duel would follow; but the crowd interfered 
and prevented the fight. The wounded man 
westaken to the Half-way house, where he 
remained some weeks before he could be trans- 
ported to the city. 

Perbaps the most celebrated duel that was 
ever fought in the south was the Prentiss-Foote 
duel of duels. In 1833 these two were pitted 
against each other in a law suit, during the 
course of which Foote, who was a very Wasp, 
flupg some taunt at Prentiss. The latter re- 
torted with a blow that knocked Foote down. 
The latter then challenged Prentiss. But one 
shot was exchanged. Prentiss, who was an 
unerring marksman, expressed his iutention 
before going upon the field of not firing at Feote. 
When the word was given [Foote fired so 
quickly that Prentiss was disconcerted and 
pulled the trigger before he intended. Foote 
was hit in the shoulder, and here the matter 
was cupposedtoend. “But whispering tongues 
can poison truth.” Prentiss, who was lame, 
bad leaped upon his cane during the duel and 
there was some talk of his having used a rest. 
Such an imputation was wormwood to the 
proud spirit of Prentiss, and his restless imag- 
ination worked him into a fine frenzy over it. 
Finally he was told upon what he regarded as 
good authority, that Foote himself had insin- 
uated some kind of insult about the matter. 
Prentiss was eager to believe this ard he did 
believe it. “I had no animosity against 
bim when I fought, but the next time he shall 
not come off so lightly.”” The terms of asecond 
meeting were soon arranged. The attempt to 
arrest the principals was anticipated. Prentiss 
and his friends hid themselves near the land- 
ing at Natchez in order to get the first boat. 
While here he accidentally stumbled upon a 
cocking main. Prentiss joined the specta- 
tors; the party were startled when two cocks 
were put down, one nained Prentiss, the other 
Foote, in honor of the duelists. They were not 
a hittle chagrined when Foote killed Prentiss 
at the first flutter. 

Prentiss and his party arrived on the 
grounds just in time and found not only Foote 
and bis friends, but an immense crowd of peo- 
ple. Among the latter several small boys who 
had climbed a tree, somewhat to the rear of 
the pesition taken during the guel by Pren- 
tiss, in order to get a good view. As the prin- 
cipals were alloted their places, Prentiss came 
limping to his with his cane, which he threw 
aside as soon as he took his position. Morgan 
noticed that he smiled bitterly as he did so. 
Atthe word Foote fired — hastily, his ball stri- 
king the ground ‘in front of Prentiss. The 
latter aimed steadily at Foote, who stood 
coolly and unflustered, his left arm pressed 
against. his side, his right hanging 
down As Prentiss pulled the 
trigger the cap exploded, but the pistol failed 
to go off.

The New Catholic Decrees. 

The decrees of the great plenary council, 
held in Baltimore in November, 18%4, have 
just been published, bearing the sanction of 
cardinals at Rome specially selected by the 
pope. The chief object of the council was to 
device regulations to meet the exigencies aris- 
ing from the enormous increase in Catholic 
population. The Catholic church in this 
country had outgrown its rules, and so the 
council was convened. Its decrees, eleven 
in number, fill 300 pages. 

The first decrees relate to church govern- 
ment, and would not be interesting to non- 
Catbolic readers. The fact should, however, 
be noted that provision is made for the resto- 
ration of suspended priests to their lost privi- 
leges as scon 28 they bave corrected “‘vicions 
inclinations.’? The churches are Cirected to 
adopt simpler music. They must not mangle 
the words with indefinite repetitions. 

‘The well-known position of the church on 
the subject of marriage is emphasized. No 
decree of divorce is to be recognized, so far 
as «second marriage is concerned. Nothing 
but.a death can justify a second marriage. 
The decree proceeds to say that, though the 
church sometimes permits the marriage of a 
Catholic with a non-Catholic, she never does 
so without the deepest regret, and with the 
explicit understanding that the children of 
those parties must be brought up in the Cath- 
olie faith, 

‘The need of parochial schools is dwelt 
upon. The council orders that within two 
years 2 parochial school must be erected and 
started near each church, unless the bishop, 
for grave reason, should defer for a time the 
building of such a school. Should a priest, 
by his own negligence, prevent the success- 
inl earrying on of such schools, even after re- 
peated warnings from his ecclesiastical su- 
periors, hé is to he judzedavorthy of removal 
fiom sucha position.” “If, however,the de- 
lay or difficulty in having a parish school 
should arise on the part of the parish, then 
the bishop must admonish the flock of their 
bounden duty, and take vigorons measures 
to induce them to ccntribute the necessary 
means. .\ll Catholic parents are bound to 
send their children to the parochial schools, 
unless they send them to other Catholic 
academies or are lawfully exempted by those 
who bave charge of these acuixs. Priests 
are to regard these scoois as the greai orna- 
ment of their parish, and to show their inter- 
est by fiequvently visiting them, and by giv- 
ing personally the iustructious in church 
doctrine and sacred history, or appointing 
those to this office whom the~ know are 
fully competent to discharge well the duties 
connected with it. Instructions are also 
given for the laity wiio have means to cun- 
tribute as liberally as possible, so as ulti- 
mately to found free schools throughout the 
countiy. The eight millions of colored pco- 
ple in the country are the subject of a vig- 
orous plea for help from all those who would 
place this important element of the future 
in its proper place to act for the weal of this 
republic. 

All secret societies are to be shunned. The 
counc’! directs the pastors to have in ever; 
chuich a free space, and udmonishes them 
from humiliating people in public if they do 
not exactly keep within the limits of that 
space. ‘The council also ordered that no 
clergyman shall ever prosecute a layman for 
money due to the church, even for pew rent, 
unless he has asked leave from the bishop. 
Another thing done by the council is the 
prohibition of picnics and excursions by 
night, on Sunday, or on other feast days or 
fasting days. This way of making money 
for church purposes will be hereafter forbid- 
den, amd only allowed by the bishop, with 
necessary prudence and reserve. The sale of 
intoxicating liquors will not be allowed in 
any case. Fairxs, also, are not to be held 
hereafter without a special permit from the 
bishop, and not on Sundays, and no intoxi- 
cating liquors can be sold by them. Suppers 
and dinners, social partics and balls, given at 
night, for raising money, are prebibiie, 

The decrees of the third plenary council 
contain many commendable directions that 
we have net space to mention. The new 
book of regulations is presented in excellent 
shape, fully indexed, and the Catholics can 
noe longer complain that they lack explicit 


-and comprehensive advice and direction as 


to subjects of every-day life.

The women’s associa- 
tion claims the aid of the government in the effort to 
put sii culture on a paying basis. It is claimed 
that home culturists would become numeso2s and 
skillful) if they could be assured of a market for all 
cocoons, whether perfect or not. The enterprise is 
lazging just now, and it is thought nothing can 
save it from collapse except the long purse ofthe 
government. 

Atlanta is in a way to learn that swapping goods 
or real estaie does not make acity. We need fac- 
tories more than railroads or jobbing houses. Small 
factories based on ¢xperience and capital are bet 
ter to begin with than large factories; and after we 
get the factories we should not proceed to destroy 
them bydoubling the quality of the goods they 
turn out. A case in point is furnished by the New 
Orleans Times-Democrat.

SHARP DISCUSSION, 


A Sermon Which Probably Means a Movemert in 
Favor of Putting Louisiana in the Dry Col- 
umn—The Fvils of Intemperance Shown 
by @ Catholic Olergyman, Etc. 


New OrLeans, La. March 29.—Recent 
events have conspired toward making the evils 
ofintemperance a prominent top‘c in this 
Slate. ‘Lhe si:org Catholic popu‘ai'on of t's 
state, recruited mo tly from the eontiren:al 
races who have brought their wine drinking 
habits with them. has stood in the way of 
successiul Jegzis'a.'on 'cok'ng toward the sup- 
pression of the liquor tiaffic. Several irazedics 
of the past year, however, which clearly had 
their origin in s.reug drink, have bad the ef- 
fect of arousing the Catholic priests to the 
necessity of aspecial warfare against the rum 
power. 

A REMARKABLE PI¥SENTATION. 

Last nigut there was conclnd:d in the 
chrrch of St. John the Baptist, ia this city, a 
spliitus! retreat which has been rendered 
notable by the sermons of Rev. Father Doyle, 
an eminert Paulist father, in which he went 
for liquordealers in vigorous English. He 
tock for his main text the twenty-second par- 
agiaph of chapter 5, of Isaiah: “Woe unto 
them that are mighty to drink wine, and men 
of strength te mingle strongdrink.” He said 
that man was a being with a souland body, 
and that it was God’s will that only such 
things as were essentiai to the soul and bod 
should be done. The practice of a virtuous life 
gavethe bodystrength, and consequently the 
soul also. Of all virtues temperanco held a 
foremost position. Intemperance was a great 
vice. With it the reason was afiected and it 
was that reason which placed mankind above 
the brute creation. Intemperance would de- 
stroy that reason and place man on the same 
fcoting asthe common beast. It was a vice 
which did as much damage to the world as the 
plague of olden times. It was the national 
vice, The demon of drink could be compared 
in some respects to the Avenging Angel of 
Egypt. All vices and even poverty were 
mainly caused by drink. In France and Italy 
distilled liquors were only known to a fow, 
while here in the United States over a billion 
dollars are apnually spent in diink. All the 
ehurches su the ciuy could be dest..yed and 
rebuilt at a less cost than thai paid for intoxi- 
cating liquors.

“Ifthe prohibitionists are heldjresponsible it 
looks like bad faith on their part, and will be 
used against them in every other city where 
the people are trying to secure prohibition. 

“Personally, Iam not injured; and, if the 
step whieh was taken demands more taxation, 
Iam willing cheerfully to bear my part; but 
I think good faith with what people expected 
ought to be kept.” 

WHAT MR. MOORE THINKS, 

Mr. W. A. Moore said: “I just returned 
home a day or two ago and have not given the 
matter much thought. I heard from pretty 
good authority that they have assessed our 
store about $20,000 more than last year. If 
this is so, we will not pay it if we can possibly 
hejp ourselves. We do not feel that the as- 
gessors acted right with us when we were 
building. They assessed us $20,000 over the 
amcunt of improvements and when we called 
their attention to the fact they said that they 
would make itall right in their next assess 
ment. When time forthe next assessment 
came there was. a new set of assessors 
end the matter was not adjusted. 
Last year we were assessed every dollar that 
our store would bring if it was sold on the 
easiest of terms, and if they have added any- 
thing to that amount, and I hear they have, 
whatever they have added is just that much 
more thanis right. As I said before, I have 


just returned to the city,and do not know 


the popular views on the snbject, but I sup- 
pose this raise in assessments is levied to cover 
the deficit which will occur when the city 
ceases to issue licenses in consequence of pro- 
hibition.” 

“Do you believe property ought to be 
assessed to its full value?” . 

“Well, in Jarger cities property is not as- 
sessed to its full value. Thecity of New York, 
for instance, only pays on about two-thirds 
of the full value, but for cities the size of 
Atlanta the full value isnot toomuch. I think, 
however, with perhapsa few exceptions, that 
last year’s assessment covered the full value. 
Of course here and there may be found a 
building that will bear raising a little, but my 
opinion is that these are the exceptions. The 
business men are the ones who will suffer 


after all, for the more tax the real estate

eolely on the ground that previous assess ments 
were too low. 

Messrs. Malone and Cook both stated that 
Captain Castleborry had no more to do with 
raising the assessments than they had.

WHAT MAYOR HILLYER THINKS.

“That,” said the mayor, “is my answer to 
all questions on this subject. Those figures 
show that the assessment of city property has 
been incteased every year, and in six years 
the gross increase has been $7,891,525.00. This 
year’s assessment is not an unusual increase, 
and if there had not been a prohibition cam- 
paign to arouse feeling, you would not have 
heard any complaint. On the contrary we 
would have all been bragging about the pros- 
perity of the city. What would the people say 
ifthe increase in values was limited to im- 
provements? Is not the limited amount of store 
property in Atlanta constantly increasing in 
value? ‘There is plenty of money seeking in- 
vestment, and there is only a limited amount 
of the property. It is bound to go up.” 

“What about your promises not to raise the 
taxes?’’ 

“T doubtless expressed the opinion that the 
city could manage its finances without any 
special increate on account of prohibition, and, 
as I understand it, no increase has been made 
with a view of straining up the income. The 
assessors made their estimates under oath, and 
had no pressure brought to bear on them in 
favor of the increase. If you will examine 
into the sales that have been made sinca pro- 
hibition, and look at the assessments that 
have been made, you will find that the asses- 
sors are right.” 

“(an the council interfere with the estimates 
of the assessors?” 

“It has never been done, and I do not know 
that it could be done. I would not venture an 
opinion as to what the council will do, or will 
notdo. I would not attempt to forestall the 
action of that body.” 

. MR. GRAMLING’S VIEWS. 

Alderman Gramling, chairman of the fi- 
nance committee, was asked what he thought 
of the matter. 

“I think,” said he ‘‘that the tax assassors 
are very competent men andI believe they 
are conscientious. The sales that have been 
made show thatthey are rightin their fig- 
ures. Take leachtree property. Take the 
Finch residence. It was assessed last year at 
$13,000. It was raised to $15,000 this yeir 
and has justsold for $16,800. The Philips 
place recently sold for $700 above the assess- 
ment. The Crane residence on Washington, 
was assessed at 313,000 and recently sold for 
$14,900. The Holbrook business property on 
Whitehall, was assessed last year at $15,000 
and recently fsold for $25,000. How can you 
blame the assessOrs when the cash talks so 
loud!p in their favor?” 

MR. JULIUS BROWN TALKS. 

Mr. Julius L. Brown was asked what he 
thought of the increase in the assessments. 

“It’s an outrage,” he said. “It is just what 
I expected, however, and just what I pre- 
dicted.

One was the vacant lot on Decatur 
street near the library. It was assessed at 
$4,000 and was afterward put up for sale and 
brought $7,700, being bought in by Governor 
Brown. The other was Mr, 
John Holbrook’s store on White- 
hall street. It was assessed last year 
at $15,000, and when put up for sale it brought 
$25,000. I think when the people have look-

T. J. Dabney on Tria! for Using the Mails for 
Fraudulent Parposes, 

“T.J. Dabney was arraigned in the United 

States court yesterday morning, charged with 

using the ma‘ls for fraudulent purposes. 

Whether he used them for that purpose or 
not cannot be said. 

Itappears that the defendant advertised that 
“4, Waldheim & Co would loan money.” He 
aleo advertised bimselfas the “English-Ameri- 
can Loan Company.” He got into tronble with 
some of his customers and was arrested by I[n- 
spector Whitesides, of the postoffice depart- 
ment, and the charges madeagazainst him. 

Colonel Brand, of Lawrenceville, testified 
that he had seen Dabney’s advertisement and 
applied for particulars. When the circulars 
came expla‘ning terms of loans, he sent bin 
ten dollars. This was between the lGth and 
21st of May. He never secured the loau,and the 
ten dollars was not retarned to him till last 
month. He supposed the English-Americao 
company 8 reliable one. 

“I KNOW HIM Now.” 

When Postmaster Wilson was asked by Dis- 
trict Attorney Hillif ‘he knew the defend- 
ant, he replied: 

“Yes, I know him now.” 

“What do you know avout him?” 

The master in a quiet, calm manner 
proceeded to tell howa negro boy came into 
his office with a rote from A. Waldheim & Co., 
asking himtofurnish a postoffice box. He 
answered the note by asking that the name 
of the firm be furnished so that he would know 
what mail to put in the box. The names were 
given and he sent keys to box 178. Sometime 
aiter this the postmaster received a c.l] from 
Professor C. B. LaHatte, of Gaines- 
ville, who told him that he 
could not fiad the firm of 
A. Waldheim & Co., and wanted to know if he 
would tell him their box. This being a viola- 
tion not the rules of{the postoffice, Mr. Wilson 
declined to give the desired information. 
After this 

HE WATCHED THE box, 

and, ceeing Mr. Dabney go to it to get the 
mail, he asked Mr. Black who he was, and was 
told thet it was Mr. T. J. Dabney, and that he 
was allright. A few days after this Mr. Dsb- 
ney presented a woney order at the oflice for 
payment. The order was signed bya Mr. 
Curtright, and when asked who Cart- 
tight was, Mr. Dabney replied that 
he was the cecreviry of the English-American 
Loauv company. Mr. Dabney was told that he 
would have to have Mr. Cartricht add “‘secre- 
tary” before be covld get the money. He 
went off and returned with the order properly 
signed. Mr. Wilson was shown the order and 
identified it, and believed the handwriting 
the same. 

Mr. J. F. Woodward, mogey order clerk, tes- 
tified to about the same facts as Mr. Wilson. 

Other wiiuesscs were introduced, but the 
evidence was not of an important nature.

WacHINGTON, March 29.—{Special.]—An il- 
luctzation of republican party discipiine was 
furnished in the vote forthe Edmunds reso- 
lutiers. If every senator had voted accord- 
ing to hisinclinizt.on the resolutions would 
have beeu defeaied by a good majority. Two 
consideatious would have ctuascd their fail- 
ure. Qaitoanumber of republican senators 
weie reluctantly drawn into the contest and 
were never able to musier faith in the consti- 
tutional ienability of the position assumed, or 
to percieve how it could prove advantageous 
asan expedient of paiiy policy. The ovher 
covcideration was stronger still, as it was ofa 
per:onal nature. It was the hearty dislike of 
Mr. Edmunds which is cherished by several of 
his republican colleagues. If this contzst 
foreshadowed prestige for its champion they 
weie unwilling tosee the Vermont senator 
lifted by it into thealtitude of leadership. 

Mr. Edmunds has been diligent in his en- 
deavoia this scssion toappease the impatience 
of his party with his conduct during the last 
campaign. Ouevery oce sion he has thrust 
bimself forward as the defender ofthe t2nets, 
end even the crotcbets, of the party which 
tad disturbcd his fealty. It has been amus- 
ing tosce this cold, pa siov'ess man trying to 
assume the glow of partisan enthusiasm, this 
reluctant advocate of blaine’s eleciion en- 
gaged in the desperate endeavor to out -Herod 
Hered in the assertion of bis burning zeal 
for the “grand old party.” He was nominally 
sustained, because on a party issue repab!icans 
will follow the most unloved leader; bub it 
wes for him a barren viciwi1y. He was 
cc'ipsed by Senators Ingalls and Harrison in 
the preseniation of the argument fgr bis own 
resolutions. He conciliat: nooe 
of his  disafiected party associ. tes. 
He failed to inspire the faintest spark of en- 
thusiastic recognition in the masses of his 
party. When other men had teken charge of 
the debate on the repubiican side and the 
democrats were directing their replies toward 
them, he seized an incidentai allusion to him- 
self in connection with the issue raised, and 
exclaimed from his seat in the senate: “Yes, I 
started it.’ The warm friends of Mr. Blaine 
are most unforgiving toward Edmunds. The 
New York Tribune, on the morning after his 
resolutions had been adopted, produced the 
proof that he refused to enter the campaign of 
1884, though repeatedly urged to do go, to 
show that this record had not been wiped out 
by bis subscquent activity and is still cherished 
against him. It is said thatthe Plainacs mean 
to pursue him inte his own state,and with 
whatever strength they can rally there to op- 
pose his re-election to the senate. It wasan 
evil day for Mr. Edmunds when be declined 
to pull off hi-®coat for Blaine and Logan.
